Dividing Line hetasoe Sanity and) 
1 Insanity Difficult To Detect 
Windsor, Ont.—Everyone is insane, 
according to Dr. G. R. Cruickshanks, 
government inspector in insanity for 
the past 20 years, in a_ statement 
made here recently in an explanation 


of the remark he miade in Supreme _ 


Court at Sandw’ch, before Mr. Justice 
J. M. McEvoy, that over 1,000 insane | 
people walked the streets of Windsor, 

“There is no line of demarcation 
between sanity and insanity,” said 
Dr. Cruickshanks. “Some people are 
insane in the opinion of others, and 
yet might be regarded by the vast 
majority as being in full possession of 
their senses, It is often a matter to be 
decided by judges rather than doc- 
tors. There is no real distinction be- 
tween sanity and insanity. Some of 
our most valuable citizens are 
‘cranks’ and yet their work in life is 
very useful.” 

The doctor , gontinued, however: 
“Some people, of course, had to have 
| institutional care. We have to draw 
a line where we think that. they will 
be benefited by such treatment.””

Explanations and Comments 


The Birth Of Jesus At Jersualem, 
verses 1-7.—Mary and Joseph left 
their home in Nazareth and went to. 
Bethlehem, which had been the home | 
of their ancestor David, in order to be 
enrolled in “their own city,’ as Caesar 
Augustus had decreed. It is eighty 
miles from Nazareth, in Galilee, to 
Bethlehem, in Judea, and the journey 
must have taken them several days 
There in Bethlehem Jesus was born, 
and Mary laid Him in a manger, be- 
cause there was no room in the inn. 
The so-called Church of the Nativity, 
in Bethlehem, is built over the tradi- 
tinoal site of the manger. 

~The Shepherds and the Angels, 
verses 8-14.-In this beautiful story 
we are told that as the shepherds 
were watching their flocks by night 
in the field, an angel suddenly stood 
before them, and the glory of the 
ord shone round about them, and 
they were sore afraid. The angel bade 
them fear not, for he was bringing 
them good tidings of great joy which 
shall be to all people. And this was 
the good tidings: “There is born to 
you this day in the city of David, a 
Saviour, who is Christ the Lord.”

Feasibtlity Of Pick-Up Device Proved 


By Tests | 
An air mail pick-up device, capable | 


of receiving and discharging mail 
sacks while an airplane is in full; 
flight, may cut existing air mail sche- | 
dules fifteen minutes to an hour, ac- | 
cording to the American Air Trans- | 
port Association, which says that | 
tests of the device already made, 
promise its future adoption on many 
of the country's twenty-four air mail 
“routes. 

The tests being made at Youngs- | 
town, O., have proved the feasibility 
of catching a smat! bag of mat! as! 
it swings on the end of a 75 foot cable 
attached to a 'plane in full flight. The | 
device consist of a V-shaped trap, | 
built in the ground. As the mail bag 
from the 'plane is caught in the trap, 
the device automatically attaches an- | 
other bag, which is hauled up into the 
‘plane. Similar tests are being carried 
out in the receiving and discharging 
of mail at sea, on the S.S. Leviathan. 

The theory which postal officials, 
air mail operators and the inventor 
are working, on, is that an air mail 
‘plane can leave an airport, swoop 
down on the pick-up device, haul the 
mail to a similar device riear the post 
office in the city at the other end of 
the line, and then go on to that city’s 
airport.

Yard Finger Print Department 


Pieces of chocolate, cheese, candles, 
glass, an old age pension book, a 
saucepan, chair, even a piece of lead 
piping, have, thanks to the Finger- 
Print Bureau, at Scotland Yard, all 
played their part in the detection of 
criminals. ’ 

I was permitted to take a peep be- 
hind the scenes the other day, wrties 
|a London Sunday Express representa- 

ive. 

Chief Inspector H. Battley is in 
charge of the department, which has 
collected 465,700 sets of impressions 
since it was opened in 1901, although 
the whole staff consists of only twen- 
ty-six officers. 

Inquiries have come recently from 
| places as far apart as the Fiji Islands, 
|China, India, Canada, United States, 
| Australia and, indeed, all parts of the 
world where the wonderful finger- 
print system is used for the registra- 
| tion and identification of criminals. 
The bureau is fascinating in its ap- 
| parent simplicity. With the exception 
of photographs of finger impressions 
j}and pictures of  villainous-looking 
criminals hanging on the walls, the 
department resembles any other Gov- 
‘ernment office, with neat desks and 
| rows of pigeon-holes, and filing cabin- 
ets which contain over 2,000,000 cards 
of reference. 

There are two sections of the de- 
partment, one for searching and one 
for classifying. In one corner of the 
main office there is the museum; in 
another room there is the repository, 
where articles bearing finger-prints 
brought to Scotland Yard are kept for 
two years after the impressions have 
been photographed. 

The “Scenes of Crime” objects are 
of all sizes and descriptions. 

The smallest object ever brought to 
the bureau was a fragment of glass 
three-eights of an inch long, but it
